Well, notbeing 
too sure I can only say it will be about the time you see this VUD in print, so if you have some 
new FM news (which will also be used in this column), send it along right away. 

In the December VUD, p. 7, I mixed up the SCAs of two stations. WFOX 97.1 is talk and 
WWID 106.7 is ABC network; both in Gainesville GA, WXPN *88.9 Philadelphia will pay rather 
than contest a $2,000 FCC obscenity fine; however, FCC might revoke the station's license when 
it expires Dec. 18, with lack of faculty control an issue. In MN, U of Minnesota students might 
get their own commercial FM station If the Regents approve. Speculation is that WLOL-FM 99.5 
Minneapolis would be sold for about $1 million. WYOO-FM 101.3 Richfield to be sold and quit r, 

CKCU 93.1 Ottawa is on the air, $, on from late afternoon to about 2 am; owned by Carleton 
Univ. Student Union. They are licensed for limited "institutional commercials," but were run- 
ning blatant conventional spots when heard, This has aroused the concern of the CRTC, which is 
headquartered right in CKCU's home town, KPBS *89.5 San Diego has a folk show; clear in LA, 

Black-owned WHBM 103.9 Xenia OH was "destroyed" by fire in January; no word if they are 
back on the air with their monophonic soul music format, WPST 97.5 Trenton NJ said to be 
partially top 40, but still easy listening, but management tells me they areall rock; in transition’? 
One writer says: "In response to rebuttal in 1-76 VUD concerning 'p' and''r' stations, I'm in favor 
of your move~particularly helpful in trying to identify tentatives—3 or 4 cuts segued is usually 
indicative of a non-screamer 'p' format, whereas the fast-tempo backtimed talk-ups would help 
identify top-40, Same distinctions analogous to 'b' and 'm' regarding speech/music ratio and 
tempo on ‘beautiful music’ and 'mor' stations. So ‘p' vs 'r’ = 'b’ vs 'm'."

(QAA WEATHER RADIO 


A well-known philosopher of the 30's ventured the thought that "ev 
ody talks about the weather, but nobody does anything about it." Som 
lus years hence, things haven't changed that much. 


Or have they? Actually, if anything, more people are talking abou 
eather, and some people are even doing something about it. Our purp 
ere this month is to tell you about a new program which you may wish 
nvestigate because it offers you a new opportunity to hear somebody 
ng about. the weather, and it offers you an opportunity to do somethi 
bout it. 


If there is an ultimate source for accurate weather data, it is tt 
ional Weather Service. NWS operates as an arm of the National Ocear 
nd Atmospheric Administration (NOAA), which is in turn chartered by 
1.8, Commerce Department. NWS is the agency responsible for your hot 
our (day-to-day, etc.) forecasts. It is also responsible for the s¢ 
‘corm, tornado warnings and watches. In years long gone by, the Unit 
tates Weather Bureau performed these same functions on a lesser scal 
tut the Weather Bureau has been replaced in the federal scheme of thi 
y the NWS nameplate. 


The science of weather forecasting and reporting has been rapidly 

ned during the past decade. At the same time, the reporting syster 
itilized by NWS and others have been steadily improved so that today 
wt and fewer severe storms go unnoticed or unreported, even when they 
onfined by happenstance to remote areas of the country with low hab: 
sion levels. 


The NWS has long relied upon the cooperation of radio and televis: 
yroadeasting stations to get the message out when severe weather thre 
ns. To back up the offtate Wus advisories, most television static 
ind many larger radio stations have their own weather reporting and 
sisory systems worked out. Those with staff meteorologists usually « 
yand upon the NWS advisories with their own interpretations and stat 
senerated data, Many midwestern stations have installed their own "' 
cher radar” syatems, primarily because this gives the station weathe: 
“eporting persennel the added flexibility of knowing what the storm | 
joing full time; they are not limited to merely reporting on advisor: 
received from the NWS. 


Finally, a couple of years ago NOAA set out on their own to reach 
yublic without the customary assist from the nation's broadcasters.

MANUFACTURER: Weatheralert, 639 South Dearborn Street, Chicago, IL 60605 
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Through a present "network" of some 82 VHF stations (17 more are sched- 
uled "on the air" in January and February; see full list accompanying this 
article), NOAA-operated transmitters on either 162.4 or 162.55 MHz transmit 
weather data 24 hours per day. The broadcasts are manned by NWS personnel, 
and there is no delay between the preparation of the weather data and the 
broadcast, save for a brief transit time while the material is placed in 
front of a NWS microphone and a weather bureau person is pressed into duty 
to read the "copy." The weather reports, which include the current clima- 
tological data as well as comparisons with other temperature extremes for 
that same date, the rainfall accumulations for the month and year to date, 
and forecasts of what to expect in the coming forecast periods, are placed 
on tape several times per day, or as often as updating requires change. The 
automatic equipment then cycles and recycles the data over and over again, 
so that if a typical listener tunes in at any point, within 5-7 minutes he 
has all of the current data. Then the tape automation equipment replays 
the current tapes from start to finish. 


As the material is updated, the tapes are made fresh also. The broad- 
cast material is always the latest NWS data; in short, weather buffs hear 
the reports first on the NOAA broadcasts. On commercial broadcasts, there 
are delays for wire-service transit time, and individual commercial’ station 
airing schedules of up to an hour or moré before the same data finds its 
way into the normal AM radio or several hours before it ends up on a regu- 
larly schedules television station weathercast. 


Additionally, most NOAA stations are now supplementing their basic wea- 
ther data with additional information of particular interest to a locale. 
The Kansas City NWS outlet, for example, regularly reports on Missouri Ri- 
ver levels; the Los Angeles NWS outlet covers the smog-alert index, and 
coastal stations deal out data on tides, wave heights, and so on. ‘In the 
final analysis, all of the data presented is in plain English; it is easi- 
ly understandable by the average man in the street, and unlike the special- 
ized NWS services such as flight aviation weather, it does not take more 
than a grade-school education to interpret what is being said to you. 


Transmission Facilities 


The evpices NOAA transmitter pects, operates with a transmitter output 
power of between 300 and 1000 watts. is is loaded into an omnidirectional 
gain antenna that results typically in ERP's of 2 KW to 6 KW. The transmit- 
ting antennas are elevated, with some examples being the Chicago station lo- 
cated 1500 feet above ground level on the Sears Tower; others are side-moun- 
ted on television broadcast towers, on hilltops, or atop mountains, such as 
the Los Angeles facility on Mt. Wilson. 


With these types of ERP’s and elevated transmitter sites, the typical 
NOAA service contours range from 40 to 60 miles. This is not unlike the 
coverage one would expect with a TV broadcast station, to a modestly eq- 
uipped rooftop antenna receiver. However, the NOAA-predicted contours are 
based upon very simple receivers equipped not with rooftop antennas but ra- 
ther with built in quarter-wave antennas. Like any VHF receiving situation, 
a good outdoor antenna does wonders for the coverage range. 


The transmitters presently operate on either 162.40 or 162.55 MHz. A 
third "split channel" will be put into service in 1976 in some locales on 
162.475 MHz. Transmissions are via FM, 5 KHz deviation. 


Slowed NOAA Station Growth 
It has become apparent that the near-future growth of the NOAA VHF sta- 
tions is in some limbo. The station list shown here separately is accurate. 


However, the expansion of the station list beyond those locations shown, in 
the near future, is in considerable question. 
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Initially, more than 300 stations were contemplated. Strangely, the 
funds to make these stations operable are available and ready to be spent. 
However, it appears that there has been a very slow response from "bidders" 
G.e. commercial suppliers of station equipment) to turn the cash available 
into working stations. Whether the NOAA people are irisisting on terms the 
suppliers cannot live with, or the station suppliers are simply not inter- 
ested in the project, is unknown at this time. The fact remains that even 
with money available, further expansion in 1976 is in considerable question. 


Therefore, if you are within receiving range of one of the locations 
given here, you are home free this year. If not, it may be some time be- 
fore your area has service. rs 


Severe-Weather Alerts 


Anyone with a receiver for these broadcasts in their possession learns 
quickly that in the event of severe-weather threats, one of the first things 
you should do is turn on the NOAA weather receiver and find out what is real- 
ly going on. However, because the broadcasts are on tape and repeat in 5-7 
minute cycles, a person would quickly lose interest if after a few minutes 
he heard no real warning data (indicating everything was normal, or below 
severe limits). So the NOAA people have come up with a system that borrows 
rather freely from the VHF two-way radio industry something known as "tone- 
alert." It works this way. 


When there is to be a severe-weather warning or report of any type, the 
actual broadcast of that information is preceded by a 5-10 second "blast" 
from a 1050-cycles-per-second tone generator. This audio tone is a special 
signaling tone which triggers a buzzer or alarm in the NOAA weather recei- 
vers available commercially. The buzzer or alarm in the receiver operates 
independently of the volume control, through a muting circuit. When the 
receiver is placed into the “tone-alert" mode, all normal transmissions are 
silenced. But a transmission preceded by the 1050-cycle tone is heard be- 
cause the tone “unlocks” the receiver muting circuit. Therefore, a recei- 
ver user can set the receiver in the mute position and go back to whatever 
it was he was doing previously, secure in the knowledge that if a severe 
weather warning or broadcast is transmitted, his receiver will “unmute"™ and 
he will hear the broadcast. And because this service functions 24 hours a 
day, a NOAA Weather Radio placed on the bedside table becomes a 24-hour-per- 
day weather alerting system for the radio owner/user. 


Not all NOAA broadcast receivers are equipped with this "tone-alert"™ mu- 
ting function. This is an optional extra. However, it should be noted 
that of those receivers optionally so equipped, many also have one other 
nice feature: a light which is tied to the muting circuit. If the recei- 
ver is on, in the muted position, and the receiver owner has left the room 
for the span of time when the 1050-cycle alerting tone is broadcast (and 
he therefore misses the severe-weather warning), the light is his clue to 
something severe being up. The light begins to blink, about once a second, 
when the 1050 hertz tone is received. And the light continues to blink on 
and off until someone pushes a slide switch on the receiver which shuts the 
light down. That serves as a visual reminder that a severe-weather broad- 
cast has been transmitted, and it tells the receiver user to change from 
mute Eo regular reception to check out whatever it is that is happening. 


The Basic Receiver 


In developing the background for this report, we met with not only the 
NOAA people in charge of this project nationally, but also with suppliers 
of the NOAA-equipped receiver. If you visit the Radio Shack stores or oth- 
er consumer-oriented electronics outlets, you are already aware that there 
re Oosuns of teocband, three-band, four-band, etc- fadios on the market, 
some of which have "Weather Radio" receiving capabilities. Most of these 
multi-band radios are made in the Far East and sell under hundreds of label 
names for prices that range from $30 to several hundred dollars each. 
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In addition to these multi-band radios, there are also a few lines of 
Weather Radio "only" receivers available; generally in configurations that 
start as low as $10 (for a Radio Shack Cube special) up to perhaps $75.00. 
These FM receivers are generally compact, battery operated or battery and 
AC operated, have a built-in whio antenna, and offer switch or manual se- 
lection (sometimes innards concealed) of either of the present two NOAA 
broadcast frequencies of 162.4 or 162.55 Hz. 


After looking at the performance specifications and the general inter- 
face capabilities of the units on the market, we have zeroed in on a line 
known as the Weatheralert Radios available from Weatheralert, Inc. (639 
South Dearborn Street, Chicago, Illinois 60605). A separate box-style 


review looks at a couple of these receivers~in some depth as a companion 
report to this full article.

transmitters that were used as studio-transmitter links to AM transmitters 
outside the metropolitan’ area. In 1973, tke Telecommunications Control 
Bureau, after extensive consultati hh chief engineers and technical 
directors in the area (I got to sit ii one conference), ordered FM 
studio-transmitter links to be moved irto the assigned 300 MHz band, thus 
clearing the way for those who wanted to use Fl broadcast band for 
commercial and religious stations. This was also done as the TCB had 
plans to reduce the total station population on the AM broadcast band to 
25, to reduce interference and foster more reasonable competition. Many 
stations went to FM. The Phillipine Broadcasting Service, itself a 
governmental entity, was ordered to close down DWOK-830 and DWIM-1500; 
‘leaving DZFM-710 and DZRM-960. Four of the six FM STis of the PBS were 
ordered closed down, and the remaining two, although serving STIs, aiso 
serve as FM sides (DZFM-FM and DZRN-FE). Tre Far East Broadcasting 
Company, religious broadcasting organization (MW and international SW), 
was ordered to close down DZFE-1030 "Manila's Fine tusic Station", which 
broadcast 100% classical music. Before its closure, DWFE-98.7, began 
operations and now carries its functions. Martial Law closed down the 
National Council of Churches DZCH-1600, leaving DZCH-FM-102.7,. which NCC 
began to put to excellent use with stereo broadcasts. DZCH-FM became 
DWE and make a good show of it. Later, D2CH was reauthorized on i380, 
cut by then DWKB was established. In the Provinces (i.e. outside the 
MetroManila area), FM broadcasting still has mich room in which to 
develop. Formerly, FM transmitters served as Sle until the TCB ordered 
them either moved to the 300 MHz STL band or expanded into a full FM side 
for the AM station. The latter route s the more prevalent, and the 
FM was required to request a new call sign.

Happy 1976, everyone! I hope that conditions are good to you this year. 
My own personal interest in DXing has not diminished, but in the past year or 
80, my capacity to DX has all but vanished. My career aspirations have ne- 
cessitated semi-annual moves to and from Toronto, where DX antennas still re- 
main at my parents’ home. 

Some of you have written to me, and T have been remiss in my reply. 
There are a couple of reasons. The Canadian postal system has been hit by 
many strikes in the past year...we were without mail for 6 weeks this fall; 

a letter from Bruce Elving ma: din Oct, 1975 arrived here January 1976. 
Canada has been undergoing some traumatic inflation-fighting legislation in 
the past few weeks. This will have two short-term effects: 1) The strike as 
a weapon of labour will be virtually ineffective. 2) Government cutbacks 
will severely cut growth of FM and TV stations in the public sector. 

How will this have a bearing on DXing. you ask? The answer in a moment. 
On a personal note, I hope to supply more accurate information on Canadian 
stations come this summer. In May, I will get my Law Degree, and during the 
summer I plan to move to Ottawa, where I will join the legal department of 
the CRIC...thus, our column wili truly be CRTC-news-first-hand! At present, 
government budget trimming has led to fewer CRTC public announcements re new 
stations. The information which they now send out usually lacks ERP or AHAAT. 
I should have direct access to this info. I'll announce my new address in a 
WUD later this summer. 

Getting back to our political science theories: Strikes have been pre- 
valent in the industries supplying broadcasters. A strike in the guy-cable 
industry has meant that TVOntario’s stations in Chatham and Windsor have been 
delayed. CBC French TV shall co-site on those towers when erected. Late 
word has it that the towers should be built shortly...the structural steel 
has been available, but only in the last few days did the cable become avail- 
able to them. 

On Saturday Jan. 17th at 6:30 PM EST, TVOntario began programming on Ch. 
18 London and Ch. 28 Paris. ERP's are 20 kw and 200 kw respectively. They 
are translators of Ch. 19 Toronto (which was CICA, now CICO). They can orig- 
inate their own color bars and IDs. Here’s what happens: 

A time clock will first turn Ch. 18 London on with color bars. That 
transmitter has TVO supered over the red bar on the right side. It should 
xun for 30 minutes daily. A clock will turn on Ch. 28 Paris shortly after 
Ch. 18 London. The Ch. 28 color bars have TVO supered over the lower black 
bar on the right bottom of the pattern, As soon as Ch. 28 comes on, Ch. 18 
London's UHF antenna and demodulator pick up 28 off-air and re-transmit the 
Ch. 28 signal. Is this clear? Finally, Ch. 19 Toronto will take to the air, 
and Ch. 28 Paris will automatically switch to the Ch. 19 color bars; which, 
as I recall, don't have TVO on them. Therefore, if you DX any of these sta- 
tions, you can tell if they are local or translating by the color bars' TVO. 
All programming is supplied from the Toronto Ch. 19. No microwave is used, 
except to Ch. 24 Ottawa, which in theory could have separate programming 
from Ch. 19, 18, and 28. TVOntario seldom IDs and no longer mentions call 
letters, just the channels and the cities. 

The TVOntario transmitters at Chatham and Windsor will be the final 
links in the network for many years. The inflation-fighting measures allu- 
ded to earlier in this article led to the suspension of the construction per- 
mits by the Ontario government for TVOntario outlets at Thunder Bay and Sud- 
bury. Applications for many more stations which had been filed were with- 
drawn before public hearing. The severe budget cuts may last up to 3 years, 
so I would guess that there won’t be TVOntario expansion for at least that 
length of time. TVO was also under fire recently by the commercial networks 
because TVO's programming is no longer "educational" in the strict sense. It 
is perhaps more attractive than PBS, and TVO ratings are a threat to private 
stations during the Saturday night 4-hour film extravaganzas. 

Dk-wise, Ch. 28 should get out well. Despite its 200 kw, it vounds into 
London...it is co-sited with CKGN Ch. 6 (Global)--that station has been seen 
often last season by DXers. Ch. 18 London, despite its "flea-power™ 20 kw, 
is ona 1000' tower, and the tower is on a super hill just west of London. 
The site is subject to ducting...I've DXed there a few times.

CANADIAN REPORT MARCH 1976 


The CBC French network expansion on UHF should start transmitting by 
about March Ist. They are co-sited with Chs. 28 and 18, their buildings are 
now up, and equipment is being installed. They are co-sited with TVO at 
Chatham and Windsor, so they don't have a tower up as of this writing. CBC 
French network expansion in Eastern Ontario should have been affected by bud- 
get cutbacks, as they were to co-site with cancelled TVO stations, but those 
CBC projects might still be going ahead. In fact, CBC French TV applications 
were filed for Victoria, B.C., where no one speaks French! These UHF appli- 
cations are stirring up the press because of the Government austerity program 


C.N. TOWER NEWS 


Equipment is now being installed at the tower, but antenna problems have 
arisen with the dual channel 19/25 installation. Engineers guesstimate late 
February test transmissions for UHF. An agreement between Chs. 5,9,19,25 and 
79 stipulate that they all begin programming from C.N. simultaneously, so 
technical delays for one station will mean delays for all. The UHF stations 
will use their old transmitters in parallel with their new transmitters, so 
initially Chs. 19 and 25 will not operate with full ERP. : 

FM starts will be delayed until Avril or May. The FM antenna will acco- 
modate all Toronto assigned frequencies, so much late-night testing is expec- 
ted before programming starts. 


ODDS *N' SODDS 


CBC-FM Network Stereo stations now transmit "3-D" sound Sunday nights 
at 10:03 local time. "Best Seat in the House" uses the new Kunstkopf tech- 
nique. The Kunstkopf is an artificial head sculpted of black rubber in the 
likeness of a human head. It has ears and auditory canals which lead into 
chambers where 2 mini-condensor mikes are mounted in the position where the 
eardrums would be in the human head. As with the human head, the system has 
the same ability to pick up the surrounding sound, above and below. Best 
listener results occur with “open-air” headphones, e.g. Senheiser HD 414's. 
Monitoring with speakers will not give the 3-D perspective. Thus, expensive 
quad equipment is unnecessary; a cheap stereo set with Kunstkopf will suffice 
The CBC series includes concerts and plays. The technique is superb. 

SCA to be Available to the Public? That is the question we ask follow- 
ing the first round of CRTC hearings for new FM licenses. The "freeze" which 
has lasted more than 10 years has ended. Many hovefuls lined up in Toronto 
last week seeking some of the available channels. The applications fell into 
the various format categories; i.e. Progressive Rock, Community Access, MOR, 
and All News. Most interesting was a proposal for a nationwide FM stereo 
network running "Newswheel" news and public affairs 24 hours a day. They 
would broadeast on 67 KHz SCA with commercial “television” data. The news 
info would be coded and sent out on SCA. All CATV companies, have character 
generators; they could decode the SCA signal and run it through the character 
generator. The decoded information would include "print" commercials. The 
radio network would sell "print" commercials for the SCA broadcasts. CATV 
operators would not have to pay to use the SCA material, and the public could 
also use the SCA channel info. This system in time could revolutionize the 
"newspaper." All you'd need is a tape recorder which has a frequency range 
of 5 KHz, hooked to a SCA demodulator. You could record the info for play- 
back through a character generator at a later time. My bet is that a charac- 
ter generator with a VHF TV output would retail for under $100...the Magnavox 
and Atari TV games are probably more complex than a character encoder. We'll 
keep you posted on the FM hearings, and more particularly the Canadian News 
Radio application. 


LASTLY... 


The headline read, "FCC Finding: Legal to Jam Signals, U.S. Stations 
Told." The Buffalo, N.Y. stations WGR, WBEN and WKBW have applied to the 
FCC to jam their signals in the direction of Canada. This follows a CRTC 
order to delete commercials from the U.S. channels whenever they are sent 
out over CATV. The Buffalo outlets want to jam in retaliation for the $9.5 
million they might lose annually in Canadian ad revenue due to CATV deletion 
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of commercials. The Buffalo stations have applied for a 500" tower on cne 
coast of Lake Ontario. It would transmit a blank carrier in the direction 
of Toronto and Canada on Chs. 2,4, and 7. The cost would be $281,250 with 
annual operating costs of $85,000. The jammer would create a heavy zero 
offset in its path if one tried to receive the primary transmitters. Thus, 
the primary signals would be virtually unintelligible. 

FCC Chief Engineer Ray Spence said: "After our initial surprise, we 
have done a legal search, and apparently we can issue the licenses." He 
made that statement on Nov, 13th. At the time of this writing, the FCC 
has not issued a jamming license. On Jan. 14th, the FCC held talks with 
GRIC and DOC officials. The reception which the FCC got was cool, to say 
the least, and the bet is that further talks will be held on the matter. - 
Thus, the Buffalo TV stations aren't likely to get their “experimental 1i- 
cense" for a few months. 

What the jammer would do is to make DXing difficult. Imagine the blank 
carrier received via Es---or MS. There would be no IDs...it would not be a 
useful broadcast service. I suggest that you air your opposition to VHF jam- 
mers in letters to the FCC. The Canadian authorities have little to say in 
the matter. CATV men laugh, and say that they will use antenna phasing or 
microwave transmissions of alternate U.S. sources, e.g. the Detroit VHF's. 
With monthly revenues in the millions of dollars, Ontario CATV men could af- 
ford to receive U.S. signals in British Columbia, transmit them by ANIK sat- 
ellite to Toronto, and still turn a profit. 

Engineers for Telsat Canada (and ANIK) have announced a new digital 
transmission method which would allow transmission of several TV signals 
over the frequency spectrum now used for one TV signal on the satellites. 
The quality is slightly noisier than the normal ANIK signals, but signal 
to noise is probably superior to conventional CATV distant over-the-air 
reception of VAF TV. Thus, nationwide CATV via satellite may just be weeks 
away. For an excellent article on satellite TV, see Bob Cooper’s CATV ma-

Finally, CKCO Ch. 42 Oil Springs, Ont. claims to be 1750 kw, but they 
are highly directional. They have almost no signal here in London, N.E. of 
their site; but 10 miles south of London, in St. Thomas, they are received 
well by Der Roger Gravelle. Tony Ward has observed Ch. 42 in his car and 
confirms their highly directional beam.
